]VIr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1948, 

From  a perusal  of  the  vital  statistics  which  follow  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  natural  increase  in  population  from  the 
excess  of  births  over  deaths  is  seventy-nine.  The  birth-rate 
for  the  year  was  16.36  per  1,000  of  the  resident  population 
as  compared  with  16,87  for  1947.  The  death-rate  was  10,64 
per  1,000  as  compared  with  10,82  for  1947, 

The  incidence  of  major  infectious  disease  continued  at 
a low  level. 

Only  one  case  of  diphtheria  falls  to  be  recorded  in  a 
non-immu.nised  pre-school'  child. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  with  the  building 
of  Council  houses  during  the  year,  and  sixty-two  families 
were  housed  in  new  Council  houses  during  the  year. 

Revised  schemes  for  the  sewerage  of  the  more  populous  parts 
of  Chobham  West  End  and  Bisley  are  proceeding  and  a preliminary 
outline  based  on  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  87/47  has  been 
tentatively  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health, 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  Members 
and  Officers  of  the  Council,  to  the  County  Medical  Staff  and 
Medical  Practitioners  in  the  district  for  their  very  helpful 
assistance  and  co-operation,

(1)  Vi/ator,  Samples  of  water  supplied  by  the  Southwest 
Suburban  Water  Company  are  submitted  for  chemical  analysis 
and  bacteriological  examination  to  the  Clinical  Research 
Association, 

Water  samples  are  taken  from  all' new  wells  and  from  old 
wells  which  are  suspected  to  be  defective,,  and  submitted  to  the 
Epsom  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  analysis, 

(2)  Specimens  relating  to  infectious  diseases  and  routine 
samples  of  water  and  milk  have  been  examined  at  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  Epsom  since  1944,  Specimens  of  an  urgent 
nature,  e.g,,  diphtheria  swabs,  can  be  sent  for  examination  to 
the  Laboratory  at  St,  Peter’s  Hospital,  Chertsey,  Payment  for 
the.oe  services  ceased  in  March,  1947,  and  this  very  useful  and 
necessary  work  in  the  control  of  infectious  diseases  and 
examination  of  food  in  relation  ,to  cas,es  or  outbreaks  of  food 
poisoning  is  now  undertaken  at  no -cjo-st.  t.6'’ the  Local  Authority. 

Routine  samples  of  water,,  milk  and  ice-cream  have  been 
examined  at  Epsom  throughout  the  year. 

The  Bacteriologist  at  the  Epsom  Laboratory  is  also  pre- 
pared to  act  in  a consultative  capacity  and  this  service  is 
much  appreciated.

VJater  Supply;  - 

The  Parish  of  Bisley  is  within  the  area  of  supply  of  the 
Viloking  Viiater  and  Gas  Company,  and  the  Parishes  of  Chohham  and 
Vifindlesham  are  within  the  area  of  supply  of  the  South  West 
Suburban  Water  Company. 

Samples. of  the  Company's  water  are  submitted  for  chemical 
analysis  and  bacteriological  examination  to  the  Clinical  Research 
Association,  These  samples  are  taken  in  rotation  from  the 
districts  within  the  area  of  supply  and  a summary  of  these 
examinations  is  given  on  page  9, 

An  arrangement  has  been  made  with  the  majority  of  the 
District  Councils  supplied  by  the  South  West  Suburban  Water 
Company  whereby  a fortnightly  sample  of  water  was  taken  in 
rotation  throughout  the  area  of  supply.  Analysis  is  undertaken 
by  the  Clinical  Research  Association  and  the  results  are  avail- 
able to  each  participating  authority. 

Many  properties,  in  the  Chobham  and  Bisley  area  especially, 
have  to  rely  on  shallow  well  waters.  The  combination  of ^shallow 
well  water  for  drinking  purposes  with  cesspool  drainage  in  these 
areas  represents  a very  real  menace  to  public  health. 

Bacteriological  examinations  were  made  of  17  shallow  wells 
during  the  year  and  in  eight  cases  the  water  v/as  unsatisfactory. 
Pour  of  the  properties  concerned  were  subsequently  connected 
to  the  Company's  mains  and  throe  were  under  consideration  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  Of  the  nine  remaining  cases,  six  samples 
wero  satisfactory  and  the  other  three  were  border  line  cases, 
t'wo  of  which  were  still  under  consideration  at  the  end  of  the 
year . 

During  1948,  there  were  186  yards  of  4"  main  laid  in  the 
parish  of  Windlesham  and  Seventy-six^ houses  connected  to  the 
main  supply.  No  extensions  of  water  mains  were  made  in  the 
parishes  of  Chobham  and  Bisley,  but  seventy-two  houses  were 
connected  to  the  Company’s  mains  in  the  former  and  twenty-two

Public  Cleansing  - Scavenging; - 

Dry  refuse  is  collected  fortnightly  in  the  three  parishes 
and  two  vehicles  are  employed  for  this  purpose.  A van  is  also 
used  for  the  collection  of  salvage. 

Salvage ; - 

During  the  year  £1,327  15s.  5d,  was  realised  from  the 
sale  of  salvaged  goods. 

Cesspool  and  Earth  Closet  Cleansing;^ 

Windlesham; - 

The  Council  have  two  Dennis  Cesspool  emptiers  which  were 
purchased  by  the  parish  of  Windlesham  to  deal  with  the  drain- 
age of  such  houses  not  on  the  line  of  the  sewers,  A special 
wet  scavenging  rate  is  levied  on  the  parish  for  this  service. 
During  the  year  four  hundred  and  eighty-seven  cesspools  were 
emptied  in  the  parish. 

The  contents  of  cesspools  are  tipped,  when  possible,  on 
to  farm  land,  but  in  very  wet  weather  it  is  necessary  to  dis- 
charge this  into  the  main  sewers  at  specified  manholes,  where 
flushing  chambers  ensure  that  the  sewage  is  diluted  at  once. 
Sludge  from  the  cesspools  is  mixed  with  ashes  and  disposed  of 
at  the  Depot . 

Chobham  and  Bjsley; - 

The  Council  has  not  undertaken  the  cleansing  of  cesspools 
and  earth  closets  in  the  parishes  of  Bisley  and  Chobham,  and 
there  is  no  rate  levied  for  this  purpose.  Arrangements  can 
be  made  with  the  parish  of  Windlesham  for  cesspools  to^be 
emptied  upon  payment.  One  thousand  one  hundred  and  thirty 
cesspools  were  emptied  in  these  two  parishes  during  the  year.

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Swimming  Baths  and  Pools: - 

There  is  one  privately  owned  swimming  hath  open  to  the 
public  in  the  area.  Purification  of  the  water  is  normally 
effected  by  sand  filtration  and  chlorination,  but  during  the 
year  the  plant  broke  down  and  chlorination  by  hand  was  resorted 
to.  No  byelaws  are  in  force  for  the  purpose  of  exercising 
control  over  swimming  pools  in  this  area,  _ _ 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs; - 

Six  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  by  bed  bugs. 

The  dwellings  and  belongings  of  all  prospective  occupiers 
of  Council  houses  are  examined  for  the  presence  of  vermin. 

Disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority  by 
means  of  spraying  with  Zaldecide  and  fumigation  with  Sulphur 
Dioxide  and  Girnex. 

Rats  and  Mice  ( Lestruction ) Act,  1919,  and  The  Infestation 
Order,  1915:- 

The  survey  under  the  Ministry  of  Food  Private  Dwellings 
Scheme  was  completed  by  March  31st,  1948,^ and  of  the  2,844 
premises  inspected,  594  were  found  to  be  infested. 

A further  sewer  baiting  test  was  carried  out  in  October^ on 
ten  per  cent  of  the  manholes  on  the  sewerage  system,  again  with 
negative  results. 

During  the  year  treatment  was  carried  out  by  the  Council’s 
Rodent  Operator  at  409  premises  and  it  is  estimated  that  4,572 
rats  were  destroyed,  of  which  892  carcases  were  picked  up. 

In  addition  115  rats  and  332  mice  v/.e.re  caught  in  traps. 

Premises  and  Occupations  Controlled  by  Byelaws : - 

No  offensive  trade  has  been  established  and  there  are  no 
Imown  underground  sleeping  rooms. 

There  is  one  Common  Lodging  House  in  the  district  which 
is  situated  at  Bagshot  and  is  registered  to  accommodate 
thirty-'two  male  lodgers.  This  is  an  old  building  with  low 
ceilings  and  several  of  the  rooms  cannot  be  adapted  to  give 
adequate  lighting  and  ventilation.  The  premises  are  badly  sited 
in  a congested  area.  When  the  acute  shortage  of  houses  in  the 
district  is  relieved  it  is  hoped  that  these  premises  may  be 
closed.  During  the  year,  following  the  service  of  an  informal 
notice,  electric  lighting  wa.s  installed  in  all  the  rooms  and 
an  additional  V\f.C.  provided  for  the  use  of  the  lodgers. 
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SCHOOLS. 


There  are  nine  public  elementary  schools  in  the  district, 
one  in  the  parish  of -Bislcy,  four  in  the  parish  of  Ghobham 
and  four  in  the  parish  of  V/indlesham,  All  have  a main  water 
supply,  but  only  the.

Chobham  Common;  A considerable  amount  of  time  and 
attention  was  devoted  to  this  Camp. during  the  year.  Eight  oi 
the  largo  huts,  which  became  vacant  when  the  occupants  were 
re-housed  by  the  Council,  were  converted  into  separate  tenements, 
housing  twenty-eight  families.  The  roofing  contract  was  completed.. 
The  resident  Warden  has  carried  out  a number  ^of  i^inor  improvements 
to  huts,  including  provision  of  partitions,  in  a ddition  jo  , 

general  maintenance  duties . The  Council  have  made  use^of  this 
Gamp  to  house  temporarily  tho  more  urgent  cases  requiring  accoirmo-^ 
dation,  pc^nefing  tne  building  of  sufficient  houses.  At  the  end 
of  the  year  there  were  one  hundred  and  eleven  families ^occupying 
the  first  portion  of  the  ex-military  camp,  taken  over  in  1946.

Scarlet  Fevers 


Two  uncomplicated  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital 
from  the  same  family  v/here  Isolation  v/as  not  possible  at 
home  and  others  in  the  family  were  at  risk. 

Diphtheria; - 

There  were  two  cases.  One  case,  a boy  of  3^  years, 
vias  admitted  to  hospital  from  Bisley.  He  had  not  previously 
been  immunised  and  was  in  a critical  condition  v/ith  laryngeal 
obstruction  and  toxaemia.  Recovery  was  satisfactory  after 
six  v/eeks  in  hospital. 

The  second  case  was  in  a nurse  not  previously  immunised, 
who  contracted  diphtheria  in  an  institution  outside  the 
district  and  was  removed  to  hospital  from  her  home  at  Bisley. 

One  further  case  was  admitted  from  a hostel  but  the 
diagnosis  of  diphtheria  v/as  subsequently  not  confirmed. 

It  is  now  the  practice  to  give  a reinforcing  dose  of 
A.P. T.  to  children  entering  school  at  5 years  of  age  in 
addition  to  the  original  course  of  inoculation  at  one  year. 
This  has  been  carried  out  in  all  the  elementary  schools  in 
the  district.
